WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 (AP) 
—Secretary of State John Fos- 
Dulles, after a conference

He appealed for Allied unity 
to defeat hostile threats such

Dulles issued his statement 
at the White House shortly be- 
fore taking off for Paris for a 
round of Western power talks 
beginning Sunday 

A few hours before Dulles 
met the President to discuss 
the Berlin crisis and other is- 
sues coming up, the Secretary 
had left Walter Reed hospital 
where for a week he had been 
under treatment for an intesti- 
nal inflammation. He said he 
felt fine 

Dulles said he would confer 
about the Soviet pressures on 
West Berlin with the foreign 
ministers of Britain and France 
and of the West German gov- 
ernment.

After the Atlantic pact meet- 
ing ends Dec. 18, Dulles and 
his wife will fly to Jamaica for 
at least one week of rest. 

Reply wo Soviet Threats. 

The United States, mean- 
while, served notice on Russia 
that it “will not be deterred 
by threats” from defending its 
rights in protecting West Ber- 
lin. Its stand was made known 
in a State Department state- 
ment commenting on a Moscow 
declaration by the official So- 
viet news agency Tass 

The Tass statement accused 
the West of stalling on Soviet 
Premier Khrushchev's Nov. 27 
proposal to convert West Ber- 
lin into a demilitarized “free 
city.” 

Tass also warned that if the 
West used force to maintain 
its Berlin position, its actions 
would be met by force. The 
statement spoke of the dif- 
ficulty of containing a war 
over Berlin and the danger 
that it would become a broad 
conflict with the use of nu- 
clear and rocket weapons. 

State Department officials at 
first declined formal comment, 
saying privately it’ appeared 
the Tass statement was de- 
signed primarily as propaganda 
to try to make trouble for the

Accused of Arson in 


Case Where Another 
Agent of Union Died 
After Being Burned. 


FLINT, Mich.,. Dee. 12 (AP) 
—Jack Thompson, 41-year-old 
Teamsters union business 
agent in Flint, was arrested to- 
day on a charge of arson in 
the cleaning shop fire where 
unionist ,Frank Kierdorf  be- 
came a union torch. 

Thompson had been held for 
investigation shortly after the 
Aug. 3 fire where authorities 
say Kierdorf, another Flint 
Teamsters business agent, was 
fatally burned. 

However, Thompson was re- 
leased five days later when 
Genesee county prosecutor 
Jerome O'Rourke declined to 
file a charge. 

Today O’Rourke said in a 
statement that as a result of 
combined investigating efforts 
by state police and Oakland 
and Genesee county officers, 
“sufficient evidence has been 
produced” to warrant prosecu- 
tion of Thompson. 

Thompson was arrested 
shortly after O’Rourke’s an- 
nouncement and booked at the 
Flint City jail for appearance 
in municipal court. 

The prosecutor did not say 
immediately what new evidence 
had been found. At the time of 
his first arrest police said 
Thompson's fingerprints had 
been found on Kierdorf's sta- 
tion wagon which was believed 
used in the Flint fire. 

Kierdorf's death touched off 
demands for a grand jury in- 
vestigation to determine if 
there was any connection be- 
tween the Flint cleaning shop 
blaze and other bombings and 
fires at Detroit area business 
places 

However, Oakland county 
circuit judges turned down the 
request.

Other Hazards Found 
in College’s Principal 
Building — Wellston 
to Vote Again on 
Bond Issue. 


Open wooden stairways and 
other hazardous conditions in 
the five-story DuBourg Hall at 
St. Louis University were, 
found in fire safety inspections. 
it was reported today. 

Meanwhile, inspections were 
to continue of school buildings 
in St. Louis county. Hazards 
were reported yesterday after 
inspections of schools in the 
northern part of the county 
and in Kirkwood. The Wellsto 
Board of Education decided t 
resubmit to voters a $690,590 
hond issue to remedy unsafe 
conditions in several schools. 

DuBourg Hall, St. Louis Uni- 
versity's principal building, 
contains four open stairwells, 
two of them of frame con- 
struction and the other two of 
steel and concrete, city Fire 
Inspector Frank Downey re- 
ported. In addition, an eleva- 
tor shaft is unprotected. 

Living Quarters There. 

The building, at 221 North 
Grand boulevard, contains 14 
classrooms and university of- 
fices. On the second floor of 
the structure are living quar- 
ters for Jesuit faculty mem- 
bers. 

Terming§ the 
“fair condition. structurally,” 
Downey noted it does not con- 
tain fire doors or fire walls. 

Jt was built in 1890, he said. 
| Chief Fire Inspector William 
Trantina said he planned to 
discuss with university offi- 
cials findings by Downey that 
a service tunnel carrying heat- 
pipes beneath DuBourg Hall 
contains exposed wooden 
joists; a boiler room nearby is 
not inclosed; insufficient rub- 
bish containers are in use, and 
one exit door opens inward 
imstead of outward. 

He said the city could re- 
quire the university to install 
additional rubbish containers 
and correct the exit condition 
However, it lacks authority to 
require inclosure of stairwells 
er other structural changes, he 
added. 

Other buildings inspected by 
Downey were those housing 
the Law School, a three-story 
structure at 3642 Lindell bou- 
levard, and the Schoet of Com- 
merce and Finartce, 3674 Lin- 
de}] The commerce school 
building is four stories high. 

Stairways were open at the 
commerce school, the report 
stated, but the building was 
equipped with fire doors. One 
stairwell was open and one 
inclosed at the law school 
building. 

Downey noted that “house- 
keeping” conditions at all 
three buildings were good. 

Construction Plans. 

The Very Rev. Paul C 
Reinert S.J., president of the 
university, said today, “Within 
the next year we expect to 
break ground for construction 
of a central utility plant 
When completed, it will elimi- 
nate the fire hazard created 
by the service tunnel beneath 
DuBourg Hall.’ 

Elton A. Kropp, general su- 
perintendent of buildings and 
’ grounds at St. Louis Univer- 

sity, conceded that the build- 

ings inspected by Downey as 

well as five other buildings 
constructed before World War 
Il contain hazardous condi- 
tions, 
) He said the university is in- 
specting each of the buildings 
The inspection was started 
shortly after the fire last Dec. 
1 at a Chicago school in which 
92 persons lost their lives, he 
said. 

He said estimates are being 
obtained of the cost of install- 
ing a sprinkler system, fire 
doors and inclosing stairwells 
at DuBourg Hall. He indicated 
he felt a sprinkler system 
would be the most desirable 
device

said he favored inclosing stair- 
wells but did not think a 
sprinkler system was necessary 
He said university officials

11050 North Warson 
road, Moody lectured school 
employes when he discovered 
that one of them had “inspect- 
ed” a fire extinguisher the pre- 
vious day and placed the date 
on a tag to indicate the instru- 
ment was in satisfactory condi- 
tion 

The fire marshal cautioned 
that extinguishers must be re- 
charged by qualified persons, 
warning that “inspection” is of 
no value. He also pointed out 
that the hose on the device 
was defective 

He recommended correction 
of fire doors that did not fit 
properly, inclosing of electrical 
wiring in conduits, fire-stop- 
ping of a hole in the ceiling 
of the boiler room and con- 
struction of a second exit from 
the boiler room.

Johnson said an investiga- 
tion conducted more than 20 

years ago by the Temporary 
National Economic Committee, 
headed by Senator Joseph C. 
O'Mahoney (Dem.), Wyoming, 
was the most searching e¢to- 
nomic study in history. 

“It seems to me that we 
need to take the same kind of 
searching look once again,” he 
said. “The situation with which 
we are confronted has no prece- 
dent. We are going to have te 
bring together our best minds 
to find solutions.” 

Johnson said the inflation of 
the last year does not fit the 
economists’ classic pattern be- 
cause prices continued to rise 
in a. period of unemployment 
and curtailed produetion. 

“The fact still remains that 
we have ne clear cut idea of 
what is causing inflation and 
what should be done to prevent 
it.” he said. “We are going te 
have to rid ourselves of pre 
conceived ideas.”

FREEHOLDERS 
RUEGT EFFORT 


— 


The Metropolitan Board of 
Freeholders last night rejected 
by a tie vote to attempt to 
speed its work. The defeated 
proposal called for a decision 
at next week's meeting on 
which of two constitutional 
powers the board will use in 
devising a plan for co-ordina- 
ting the governments of St 
Louis and St. Louis county. 

Freeholder Dale Ferris made 

the proposal at last night's 
meeting, which was televised 
by Educational Television Sta- 
tion KETC. The 12 freeholders 
present divided evenly. 
__ With a deadline of next May 
7 for presenting a single fully 
developed plan to the voters 
_of city and county, the board is 
currently working on two con- 
flicting plans and deferring a 
choice until both plans are 
completed. 

One plan would make use of 
Power No. 1 for merging the 
two governments into a “ 
nicipal County of St. Louis” 
under the general govern- 
/mental framework of the city. 
|The other would use Power 
No. 4 to set up a “Greater St. 
Louis City-County District” to 
administer a limited number 
of services common to the en- 
tire area. Both plans are ex- 
pected to be drafted next 
month. 

Changed Him Mind. 


In urging the board to de- 
cide at least which power it 
would employ, Ferris said he 
had originally favored develop- 
ing plans under both powers 
in the hope that from this ef- 
fort would come general agree- 
ment on which plan is better. 
He added, however, that he 
now finds after attending a few 
meetings that this procedure 
is not practical 

“If we bring one plan to 
completion, the people can see 
whether it hits the target,” he 
said. “We are still trying to 
evaluate the advantages and 
disadvantages involved in each 
of the two constitutional pow- 


ers but I don't think we can 
keep that up for the rest of 
the year and still come up 
with a plan. Time is growing 


short.” 

Members were given copies 
of an opinion by their counse!, 
R. H. MeRoberts, relating to 
the plan for consolidation of 


the two governments. under 
the city charter. Freeholder 
Russell Egan had asked Mce- 


Roberts whether the freehold- 
ers could make changes in the 
charter’s civil service  provi- 
sions along the lines proposed 
by labor interests in a charter 
amendment that was defeated 
at the polis last month 
Only If Necessary. 


In his Opinion, McRoberts 
pointed out the freeholders 
could not make changes in the 
charter simply because thev 


seemed desirable. but only in 
the event the changes were ac- 
tually ed by the consoll- 
dation of city and county 

He expressed the belief the 
make-up of membership of the

Civil Service Commission 
could not be changed even 
though that might be consid- 
ered an improvement, because 
such a change was not related 
to the merger. On the other 
hand, he said, the fees paid 


commission members, for ex- 
ample, might be increased be- 
cause the consolidated govern- 
ment would have a larger 
number of employes and would 
necessarily increase the work 
of the commission. 

The board accepted a rec- 
ommendation of its budget 
committee that the budget for 


$139,331. The city and county 
have already appropriated 
$30,000 each for the board's 
expenses. The new budget 
would add a total of $79,331 
to this $60,000 appropriation. 

Freeholder Sidney Rdemond 


earmarked for experts

It was pointed out by Charles 
F. Vatterott Jr., chairman of 
the board, that any funds un- 
spent would be refunded in 
equal amounts to city and 
county. 
Backers to Stay Neutral. 

William Costello, a member 
of the Speakers’ bureau of the 
Citizens Committee for City- 
County Co-operation, told the 
freeholders the committee 
would present to the public on 
a non-partisan basis any plan 
the freeholders might submit.( 

“We are not going to de- 
termine whether the plan is a 
satisfactory one,” he said. “We 
intend to acquaint the voters 
with the plan and its conse- 
quences, and let them cast an 
intelligent vote on it. We are 
going to try to be neutral.” 

James E. Darst, executive 
director of the committee, said 
a number of neighboorhood 
meetings are planned by the 
committee at which the public 
will be invited to discuss the 
problems facing the  free- 
holders and to express opin- 
ions on them. 

He said the committee would 
assist the freeholders at public 
meetings planned by the board 
next month. One will be Jan 
12 at Kiel Auditorium and the

The Senate last night ap- 


proved a government bill estab- | 


lishing a state of emergency 
for 45 days. The House of 
Representatives passed the bill 
Tuesday. 

The Senate vote was delayed | 
Tuesday when opposition mem- | 
bers walked out, preventing a/| 
quorum. Tke vote last night, 
with 36 of 54 Senators pres- 
ent, was 28 to 8. 

Under the state emergency 
Batista can decree any meas- 
ures he deems fmecessary to 


deal with Castro's rebellion. | 
The last such period, lasting 
90 days, ended in July. It was 
not renewed then because 
presidential elections were be- 
ing held in November, and Ba- 
tista was sensitive about eppo- 
sition criticism that the gov- 
ernment was using emergency 
regulations against opposition 
candidates. 

In the election Batista’s can- 
didate, former Prime Minister 
Andres Rivero Aguero, was 
elected as expected. 

It was believed that one of, 


Batista’s first steps now would 
be new taxes to support the 
costly war against Castro. 
Castro’s followers have dis- 
rupted the economy in the 
east Cuban areas they occupy. 
But in a broadcast yesterday | 


they hinted they might take 


measures to prevent complete | 
financial collapse. The rebels |

MURDER GASE MOVIE RUN 
OFF FOR JUSTICE DOUGLAS 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 12 
(UPI)—The movie “I Want to 
Live,” based on California’s 
1953 execution of convicted 
murderess Barbara Graham, 
was shown at the Supreme 
Court yesterday especially for 
Justice William O. Douglas. 

Douglas had granted Mrs. 
Graham a stay of execution at 
one point in her series of ap- 
peals. Later the Supreme 
Court denied her a hearing. 
Douglas had wanted to see the 
movie, but he could not get to 
a theater so the producers ar- | 
ranged to show it at the court. | 

Justices Potter Stewart and 
John M. Harlan and retired 
Justice Harold H. Burton and 
Solicitor General J. Lee Ran- | 
kin were among Douglas's 
guests at the special showing. 
Douglas declined comment aft- 
er viewing the movie, which 
leaves Mrs. Graham's guilt in 
doubt.

I believe that the public should 
know about a practice of West 
Point and the new Air Force 
Academy which I believe should 
be stopped. If Annapolis does it, 
I haven't heard about it. (Editor's 
note: Annapolis does.) 


The practice is that these two 
schools personally contact high 
school seniors who are good ath- 
letes but who may be in need of 
some maturity. The seniors are 
offered a year at a private mil- 
itary academy to play another 
year of football and an appoint- 
ment to West Point or the Air 
Academy. 

All expenses of the vear at the 
private military academy are paid 
for by West Point or the Ajir 
Academy I suspect that this 
practice is also used to stockpile

As a taxpayer, I resent West 
Point and the Air Academy using 
my money to take advantage of 
our State Universities which are 
not allowed to follow any such 
practice.

The Power of Decision 


As lines form for the Senate fight on the 
filibuster, that tactic of obstruction is once 
more being defended as a vital instrument of 
freedom. The power to paralyze legislation 
by unlimited talk is described as an essential 
protection of minorities against the tyrannous 
majority, a necessary element in the checks 
and balances of our governmental system. 


How much validity is there in these claims? 
Not much. Minorities are entitled to reasonable 
protection against the hasty, illegal or oppres- 
sive acts of a runaway majority, but they are 
not entitled to the privilege of paralvzing the 
legislative process itself. The safeguards 
which they can legitimately claim are em- 
bedded in the structure of our system: in the 
two branches of Congress, each having a dif- 
ferent basis of representation; in the commit- 
tee system of both branches: in the Executive 
veto; in the power of judicial review. 

To say that all of these very real protec- 
tions for minority rights come to naught un- 
less a handful of Senators shall have the right 
to abuse the very nature of parliamentary de- 
bate is to abandon all sense of proportion. 


The purpose of debate is to enlighten, to 
inform, to bring out the merits and evils of 
proposed legislation. None of these ends is 
served by permitting a Senator to read the 
telephone book and a shelf full of encyclope- 
dias until his colleagues out of sheer exhaus- 
tion give up their right to come to a decision. 

The filibuster is not debate. It is an act 
of coercion. It is as undemocratic as a shil- 
lelagh, and the use of it is as disruptive of 
parliamentary process as would be the defeat 
of a bill at the point of a gun. 

Those who paint the filibuster as a sacred 
element of our constitutional system neglect 
to mention some of the facts brought out 
often by Senator Douglas. The British par- 
liament, which supplied so many of the prece- 
dents for our Congress, has always had 
machinery for closing debate by a simple 
majority. The Continental Congress had such 
machinery. The House has always had. it. 
And the Senate itself not only could but did 
close debate by majority vote in the first 
20 years of its existence. The filibuster was 
invented, not to protect minorities, but to 
give a handful of Senators disproportionate 
power to control legislation. 

We think the defenders of the filibuster 
have damaged ‘their case by offering to accept 
a rule under which debate can be ended by 
two-thirds of those attending, instead of two- 
thirds of the Senate membership as at pres- 
ent. If it is true, as they say, that to alter 
the filibuster means altering the institutional 
character of the Senate, then they ought to 
offer no compromise at all. By temporizing 
with the growing Senate demand for a change 
in the rules, they tacitly confess that they are 
defending not principle but power. 

Nobody is contending for any serious stric- 
tures upon real debate. The Douglas proposal 
would allow more than ample time for full dis- 
cussion of an issue before the majority could 


move to close debate. and even then each 
speaker would have an hour for more talk 
before closure went into effect. What this 


rule would do is to insure that the Senate 
could fulfill the ultimate function of every 
legislative body—to decide. 

Is that uncharacteristic of the Senate, dan- 
gerous to minorities, or hostile to constitu- 
tional balance? If so, then so is democracy. 


W here the Calendar Deceives 


Next spring’s municipal and school elec- 
tions in St. Louis are much closer at hand 
than the calendar indicates. 

While the general election is not until April 
7, the final date for filing for the four School 
Board seats that will be at stake that day is 
Jan. 29, a little more than a month from now, 


The final date for filing for President of 
the Board of Aldermen and for Alderman in 
the 14 even-numbered wards is Feb. 27, with 
the municipal primary following on March 10. 

The ward politicians are aware of these 
deadlines and have begun to act accordingly. 
They will have candidates entered for every 
office, and some of them may be quite ac- 
ceptable. But judging by the present compo- 
sition of the Board of Aldermen and of the 
School Board, many of the ward candidates 
will fall a good deal short of that minimum 
standard. Now is the time for those who 
favor good government to persuade first-rate 
candidates to file. 

This is especially important in the five 
city-wide offices that will be at stake—the 
four School Board seats and the Presidency 
of the Board of Aldermen, now held by the 
capable Donald Gunn whose intentions are 
unclear. If only the patronage seekers and 
the incompetent file for these offices, the 
April election will be pretty much a mockery, 

One good sign is the announcement of Dan- 
iel L. Schlafly that he will seek re-election to 
the Board of Education post he won six years 
ago with the backing of a now defunct Citi- 
zens’ Committee. If three others of his cali- 
ber can be persuaded to file, the independent 
voter will have first-class alternatives to the 

usual dreary crop of “regular” candidates for 
the school posts. 


Why Auto Insurance Rises 


The increases of more than 10 per cent in 
the price of automobile insurance in Missouri 
will hit motorists hard, for they come on top 
of premium charges already high. Costs of 
personal liability and property damage insur- 
ance had been increased drastically in 1951 
and again in 1952 to the whopping total of 63 
per cent or more. 

The insurance companies themselves are 
presumably none too happy to be obliged to 
charge these high premiums in reflection of 
high payments in claims. The policy-holder 

- is, it goes without saying, glum. Everyone 
involved has an interest in bringing premi- 
ums down. 

The automobile-makers could help by de- 
signing their cars to be safer, lower in cost, 
and more economical to repair. The wrap- 
around windshield costs dbout 10 times as 
much to repair as its more sensible predeces- 
sor. It used to be possible to take care of a 
cruiapled fender with a small replacement, 
but now half of a side assembly may be 
required. 

Medical associations and individual doctors 
might ask themselves whether they are arti- 
ficially inflating insurance costs through their 
charges for services. Hospital costs are an- 
other element that goes into automobile in- 
surance rates. 

Safe driving, honesty in bringing damage 
suits, and fair awards of damages are impor- 
tant, as well, to commonsense insurance costs. 
None of us should be satisfied with the 
level to which rates have risen. If we 


really want to do it, it should be possible by 
the exercise of a little better judgment all 
around to bring rates down. 


Order to the Teamsters 


United States District Judge Letts at Wash- 
ington has rattled the teeth of the Teamster © 
Hoffa-Gibbons leadership with a ruling which 
does three things. It convicts Hoffa and 
Gibbons of gross defiance of court orders, 
challenges them to obey those orders in the 
future, and exposes the methods by which 
they hold power, underscoring the hypocrisy 
of their talk of union democracy. 

Two aspects of Judge Lettss ruling that 
Hoffa must comply with clean-up orders of 
the court-appointed board of monitors were 
directly in conflict with an opinion by United 
States District Judge James Connell of 
Cleveland. They involved the questions of 
who is eligible for office and the role of the 
monitors. Judge Connell, a Republican law- 
yer who had represented the Teamsters be- 
fore President Eisenhower appointed him to 
the bench, and who should have disqualified 
himself, had ruled for Hoffa. Judge Letts 
has taken a directly contrary position. 

The issue of eligibility for office is most 
interesting for the light it sheds on how 
Hoffa and Gibbons hold power. Under the 


union constitution, members must be in good 


standing for two years continuously before 
they are eligible to be nominated for office. 
One test of good standing is whether they 
have paid their dues in advance of the first 
business day of each month during those two 
years. Acting as agents of the union, some 
employers who collect dues by check-off have 
transmitted these collections to the union 
later than the first of the month. 

Hoffa and Gibbons kept their associates in 
office by strictly applying the rule to elec- 
tions in locals at Joplin, Jefferson City and 
Springfield, Mo., as well as at Youngstown, 
O., where they were upheld by Judge Connell. 

Oddly enough, however, this very same 
constitutional provision was waived to make 
Hoffa president of the union at a convention 
at which 75 per cent of the delegates would 
have been ineligible to vote under the rule. 
The rule also was waived by Gibbons to get 
himself elected president of Joint Council 13 
here. Judge Letts has now upheld his mon- 
itors’ findings that the Gibbons election, 
challenged by opponents as rigged, was in- 
valid. 

The Hoffa leadership's effort to under- 
mine court supervision by covert evasion of 
its orders and by seeking the aid of a more 
co-operative judge has been checked and di- 
rectly challenged by Judge Letts. Whatever 
the outcome, the spectacle ought to be highly 
educational for the Teamster rank-and-file. 


Missed Cue at Geneva 


The most depressing news yet from the 
Geneva conference on surprise attack was 
that of the propaganda tirade which the 
Soviet delegates engaged in Thursday in the 
course of criticizing the WeSt's proposed in- 
spection plan. What set off the tirade by 
Deputy Foreign Minister Kuznetsov,. it ap- 
pears, was his mistaken impression that he 
had heard the name of John Foster Dulles 
mentioned. It hadnt been, but Kutznetsov 
nevertheless launched into Speech No. 12-A 
on “aggressive Western tendencies.’ Whén 
Speech No. 12-A can be. triggered off by 
nothing more substantial than a missed cue, 
little hope can be held for a conference which 
the Russians have never seemed very serious 
about. 


Nashville Lesson for Sit, Louis 


The transit problem in most of the nation’s 
major cities boils down to one of how to at- 
tract more riders in order to make possible 
better service to attract even more riders. 
The story of Nashville’s attack on this prob- 
lem, related in today’s Mirror of Public 
Opinion, is a most unusual one and invites 
attention. 

Nashville's problem surpassed that of St. 
Louis yet in a relatively short time the city 
found a way out. While the Nashville transit 
area is far smaller than that of St. Louis, 
there are some points that should be taken to 
heart here. 

First of all, and easiest to do, major traffic 
arteries could be made more accessible for 
busses during rush hours. * The curb lane 
could be restricted for use of busses only. 
The reversible lane plan now working so 
well on Gravois could be extended to other 
arteries such as Natural Bridge and Market. 
The successful park-ride scheme should be 
enlarged. The city and the Public Service 
Co. could co-operate further by establishing 
parking areas in south and north St. Louis. 

In one respect Nashville’s experience is 
unquestionably applicable to St. Louis and 
every other city: it will take the closest co- 
operation between local government and 
transit officials to reverse the decay of public 
transportation. Whether this takes the form 
of tax concessions, subsidy, local regulation 
or public ownership, one way or another the 
community and the transit system must work 
together. The forthcoming report of the 
metropolitan transit committee, and the 
labors of the metropolitan freeholders, may 
chart a course for St. Louis in this regard. 


Bernard Goldfine to Court 


Sherman Adams's gift-giving friend, Ber- 
nard Goldfine, has now been indicted and 
arraigned in Washington for contempt of 
Congress. The citation, voted four months 
ago by the House of Representatives, 369 to 
8. was taken up by the Department of Justice 
which in turn thought it was soundly enough 
based to present to a federal grand jury. The 
grand jury took a similar view and the Boston 
industrialist must now stand trial. 

The indictment is based on Goldfine’s re- 
fusal to answer 22 questions put to him by 
the House investigating subcommittee. Gold- 
fine was queried about the rather confused 
affairs of his interlocking businesses, includ- 
ing the East Boston Co. and the Boston Port 
Development Corp. From the latter company 
he allegedly borrowed $174,973 without any 
collateral. He refused to answer certain 
questions on the claim that they were not per- 
tinent to a legitimate congressional inquiry. 

Indictment by the grand jury is not eon- 
viction any more than citation by the House 
is conviction. Bernard Goldfine may be able 
to knock out every one of the counts. The 
point is that the Government will now have 
an opportunity to prove that the questions 
put to Goldfine were pertinent, and Goldfine 
will have just as good a chance to prove that 
they were not. The courts are the right place 
to decide.

They Like Busses in Nashville 


Transit System Flourishes as City Fases Taxes. Helps Improve Service

NASHVILLE 

At the peak of the rush hour each 
morning, bus after bus, loaded with 
office workers, store clerks and shop- 
pers, barrels into the congested 
heart of this city, unloads and high- 
balls out again. 

This operation, routine for Nash- 
ville, would seem strange in most 
American cities, where busses in

tem is flourishing and is trying out 
innovations to make bus riding more 
convenient and comfortable 

Rain or shine, Nashville's riders 
who get on or off in the town’s cen- 
trally-located Memorial Square are 
protected from the weather The 
city itself has put up five spacious 
shelters, roofed with green plastic. 

On its own, the bus system—Nash- 
ville Transit Co.—is going to unusual 
lengths to establish a reputation for 
neighborly friendliness. It provides 
free strollers for mothers with babies 
to use on downtown shopping trips 
A phone call to the company will re- 
serve a stroller and the mother can 
pick it up when she alights from the 
bus downtown. In the summer, the 
line gives free rides to kids on their

Chris Madsen was one of the great- 


est peace officers of the early West.

system in the country. In three of 


the five years from 1948 through 
1952 it operated in the red 
Finally, in 1952, the company’s af- 


fairs had reached such desperate 
Straits that it announced it was going 
out of business. At that point, Nash- 
ville’s mayor, Ben West, got together 
in a series of urgent meetings with 
local business leaders and Carmack 
Cochran, then general counsel for 
the bus company and now its presi- 
dent, in a last-ditch effort to save 
the service. The result was not only 
a complete revamping of the com- 
pany but a basic revision of the city's 
system of regulation. 
A new city agency—the Nashville 
Transit Authority—was set up in an 
effort to take the questions of routes 
and fares out of politics as much as 
possible Almost immediately the 
bus line was permitted to eliminate 
some unprofitable routes. The city 
also built the system a new terminal

Within 12 months 
the company was making a prolit. 


The authority has the power to 
limit Nashville Transit’s profits. If 
profits exceed a fixed limit, based 
on the company’s assets and volume 
of business, in any 
one year, the ex- 
cess is put in a 
“fare regulator’ 
fund, which is 
used to make up 
the difference 
when earnings 
fall, thus easing 
the pressure for 
fare increages in 
bad times. 

Nashville algo 
has given the bas 
company a break on its taxes. For 
many years, the company had paid a 
3% gross receipts tax which went 
for the operation of parks. Three 
years ago this tax was redirected to 
the transit authority to be used for 
the benefit of bus riders and the 
company. Using these tax funds, the 
authority constructed an efficient 
$1.2 million office and garage build- 
ing to replace the dilapidated quar- 
ters the bus company had been oc- 
cupying. The $60,000 rental that the 
company pays to the authority now 
has completely replaced the tax 
‘(which had amounted to about $90.,- 
000 a year). Relieved of the burden 
of financing these badly needed fa- 
cilities, Nashville Transit was able 
to go out and buy a fleet of modern, 
new diesel busses.

Yet, he was worried that Marxism, 
which so strongly stresses the “unity 
of theory and action,” had many con- 
tradictions in its own record, partic- 
ularly the excellent treatment he re- 
ceived ,compared to the average 
worker. Also, the repression and 
over-centralization. 

When discussion over the Yugo- 
slav break with Moscow was prohib- 
ited, Leonhard fled, in 1949, to Bel- 
grade, a year later moved to Eng- 
land. He had hoped for a transition 
to a more peaceful and democratic 
Socialism and an autonomous role 
for the national Communist parties.

In addition to buying power 
and genuine demand for homes, 
realtors now recognize a third 
ingredient. Graves identified 
it as “the psychological ingre- 
dient, the elusive element of 
attitude.” This, too, was termed 
favorable for real estate in 
1959. 


“This general feeling that 
now is a good time to go ahead 
is probably distilled from nu- 
merous facts and trends that 
defy formulation,” Graves as- 
serted. He identified some of 
these as the decline of unem- 
ployment, tendency toward 
stabilization of prices, improved 
position of agriculture, upward 
movement in total national 
production and reversal of a 
downward trend in corporate 
profits. 


Singled out as the central 
ofact of our economy in the 
postwar period is the realiza- 
tion of the “most extensive and 
rapid improvement in material 
living stafidards that has oc- 
curred in our history. 


“In no area is the demand 
for higher standards more ap- 
parent than in the demand for

Graves declared. “It is not the 
kind of demand that can be 
satisfied with a sudden spurt 
of production.

WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
proportion of dwelling units 
available nationally for sale or 
rent has leveled off after rising 
early this year, the census bu- 
reau reports. 


The vacancy rate dropped to 
2.8 per cent in the third quar- 
ter. from 2.9 per cent in the 
April-June period. A year ago, 
the rate was 2.4 per cent but 
the percentage rose steadily 
during the “recession.” 

Available vacancies remained 
substantially lower in metro- 
politan areas than elsewhere— 
2.5 per cent compared with 3.2 
per cent. 

The northeastern states re- 
ported the fewest vacancies 
with 1.8 per cent. The highest 
proportion, 3.5 per cent, was 
in the west.

Children’s Books 
Are Lasting Gift 


“MY GOODNESS, $2.50 for a little book like that,” a 
friend commented, looking at the jacket of a story book 
in our child's library. 

This is the way many parents and givers of gifts 
look at children’s books. 
Nancy Larrick in the ex- 
cellent, “Parent's Guide 
to Children’s Reading,” 
analyzes this argument by 
comparing the purchase 
price of books to the cost 
of other toys, a two-gun 
holster for $2.98, a guid- 
ed missile launcher for 
$3.59, a paint box, wagon, 
fire engine, stuffed dog 
at similar prices. 

“One month after 
Christmas or a birthday, 
take an inventory of the 
toys and games,” she 
writes. “Wheels are off 
trucks. Ladders from the 
fire engine are scattered 
under the bed with 
marbles and jacks. Stra- 
tegic pieces are missing 
from every boxed game.

“These things represent a sizable investment 
in dollars yet most have given only passing pleas- 
ure. They haven't influenced the child’s thinking 
or his way of life. They haven't strengthened his 
chances of becoming a superior citizen. 


“Children need toys and games, of course. But they 
also need good books. And if you are a budget watcher, re- 
member that the influence of a good book may last long 
after the red truck has fallen apart.” 

As Nancy Larrick admits, $2 or $3 is a lot if a child 
reads a book just once. But when a child likes a book he 
lives with it, makes it a ritual, keeps going back to it. 

If a child isn’t a book lover, giving him books won't 
make him one. But if the children on your gift list like 
reading or being read to, here are some of the books for 
the 6-8 year age group we've enjoyed this past year: 


“Little Bear,” by Else Holmelund Minarik, and ‘‘No- 
body Listens to Andrew,” by Elizabeth Guilfoyle, both 
of which can be read by first graders themselves yet en- 


dured by parents, too. 


For parental reading, our current favorites are 
“The Five Chinese Brothers,” by Claire Huchet 
Bishop, and “Wicked John and the Devil,” by Rich- 
ard Chase. The latter is a mountain folk tale about 
a blacksmith who is so mean that the devil turns 
him away from hell with a hot coal and the advice 
to go and start a hell of his own. This might not 
seem an appealing childish theme but my children's 
librarian authority tells me kids love it and mine 
did.

SUSIE, 


10 YEARS OLD, AND HER BABY SISTER, Shir- 


ley, will be spending their Christmas in the cold, high-ceilinged 
house they share with their mother and their brother, Daniel. 
Their father has deserted them. 

They'll eat their Christmas dinner, such as it is, seated 
as best they can because they have no chairs and the couch 


is worn and dilapidated. 


The only heat in the house is from a 


gas cooking stove in the kitchen. 


Their mother hasn't been 
able to buy any clothing for 
them. She must depend on 
the generosity of neighbors 
who give her their discards. 
Daniel has only one decent 
pair of trousers and he hurries 
home from school to change 
into his one ragged pair be- 
fore going out to play. His 
shoes have holes in the soles. 
The baby must stay in the 
house all the time because she 
has no shoes at all. 

Mrs. J.'s task of caring for 
her family would be lightened 
if she had a used washing 
machine, or a heating stove to 
take the winter chill off the 
barren rooms. If several do- 
natio#®s could be combined to 
total $100 for this family, Mrs. 
J. could face the_new year with 
a measure of hope. 

Mrs. J. and her children are 
Case 36 in the stories of 100 
of the community's neediest 
families, now being published 
in the Everyday Magazine of 
the Post-Dispatch. 

This is the eighth year that 
the Post-Dispatch has co-spon- 
sored the Christmas Fund with 
the Health and Welfare Coun- 
cil, citing special needs of 
families who are listed on the 
Council's member agencies. 

All money contributed to 
the Christmas Fund goes to 
the agencies for distribution 
to specific families. None is 
used for administration. Cash 
gifts are tax-deductible. 


Case 37. 


A 90-year-old widow who 
lives in poor surroundings is 
cared for constantly and with- 
out complaint by her son, now 
in his 60s. She is bedfast and 
because of a stroke can speak 
only a few words at a time. 
The only time her son leaves 
home is to walk a half mile to 
the store, if a friend or neigh- 
bor comes in for a few minutes 
to look after his mother. Be- 
cause they cannot afford a ra- 
dio or television -set, his only 
recreation is reading the news- 
paper. A gift of $30 would pro- 
vide radio or TV for this aged 
mother and her son and help 
relieve the monotony of their 
days.

She 
calls for them after 5 p.m., 
takes them home for supper, 
and after they are in bed she 
must wash and iron and mend 
clothes until a late hour. She 
is in need of warm, heavy 
clothing which will help ward 
off the bronchial attacks to 
which doctors say she is sus- 
ceptible. A gift of $35 would 
provide a heavy winter coat, 
raincoat and galoshes.

Deft Light Comedy 


“THE TRUTH ABOUT WOMEN,” which opens tonight 
at the SHADY OAK. THEATER, is a clever and amusing 
English comedy by that expert writing-producing-directing 
team of Muriel and Sydney Box. |As played by Laurence 
Harvey (who recently was here on the 
stage in “Henry V”) it is wry, 
intriguing in its five episodes as an old 
boy recalls his romances to his son-in-law. 

It offers a variety of tongue-in-cheek 


views of marital relationships. At first 
Mr. Harvey, is shocked by an advanced 
young woman (Diane Cilento), darkly 


suspected of being suffragette (those were the Edwardian 
days) proposing to him that they live together for a year 
as a trial prelude to marriage. The next adventure is in 
the harem of a Middle East sultan in which the romantic 
young man, attached to the British Foreign Office, attempts 
to rescue a beautiful gir] (Jackie Lane) sold into the harem. 
The Moslem view on the merits of polygamy is logically 
defended by an urbane Oxford schooled sultan, Then there 
is a delightful satire on the French aristocracy’s code on 
marriage, with Eva Gabor playing a married flirt. There 
is a real kicker on this one. 

Next is a tender and touching account of the young 
diplomat's marriage to an artist (Julie Harris) whom he 
meets when both become imprisoned in a stuck elevator 
for two hours. They live in blissful proverty, as his late 
father had lost his fortune. Later, a widower, and wounded 
in World War I, Mr. Harvey tries to persuade a nurse who 
took care of him to become the stepmother of his five 
children. She had neglected to make clear she already had 
a husband, a wastrel who had long ago abandoned her, it is 
true. Hubby sues for £25,000 damages for enticement, and 
there is some diverting satiric discussion at the trial on 
the monetary value of a woman to the man who loves her. 

This has adroitness, sharpness and substance, and has 
been beautifully photographed in color. Mr. Harvey is a 
very deft light comedian when he isn’t playing Shakespeare. 
Miss Harris is a gifted and evocative actress and all the 
cast is excellent.

“THE RESTLESS YEARS,” at the FOX is a soap opera 
about the romance of a couple of high school students in 
a small town—a boy about 18 (John Saxton) and a girl of 
16 (Sandra Dee).

Iran and Doctor From Holland Met Here and Fell in Love— Wedding Sunday 


How Girl From

“AND SO the girl from Iran 
and the boy from Holland were 
married and lived happily ever 
after in the United States and 
other countries around the 
world.” 


This is how thé story might 
be written about the romance 
of Farah Eghrari, of Teheran, 
and Dr. Maarten Nieuwenhui- 
zen, of Amsterdam, who will 
be married Sunday in the home 
of Mrs. Albert Mayer, of Glen- 
dale. 


No stronger evidence of our 
shrinking world and our dwin- 
dling national prejudices could 
be giv’n than this story of in- 
ternational love and friendship. 

The story began last Christ- 
mas when Farah’s brother, Dr. 
Massoud Eghrari, left Coving- 
ton, Ky., where he'd worked 
at a hospital, to come to his 
new post at Missouri Baptist 
Hospital in St. Louis. 

He had a few days’ free time 
and decided to visit Cook 
County Hospital in Chicago. 
There he met the public rela- 
tions director, Loretta Kofer, 
who, it developed. was also 
coming to St. Louis, to visit 
her friend, Mrs. Maver, for the 
holidays. .Since Dr. Eghrari 
knew no one in St. Louis, the 
Mayers hospitably invited him 
to spend Christmas with them. 

Albert Mayer was ill at the 
time and has since died. 

“IT sent the two of them— 
Loretta and Dr. Eghrari—to the 
neighborhood New Year's eve 
party in our place,” Mrs. 
Mayer explained. “Dr. Eghrari 
had been on duty the New 
Year's before so it was his ini- 
tiation into our form of cele- 
bration.” 


‘What surprised me was the 
noise at midnight,” recalled Dr. 
Eghrari, “but I learned manv 
things. I learned, ‘I’ve Been 
Workin’ on the Railroad,’ ‘Shine 
On, Harvest Moon,’ and ‘Yellow 
Rose of Texas.’”’ 


The following day he report- 
ed for hospital duty and four 
days later he was stricken with 
paralysis, the rare Guillin-Barre 
syndrome about which little is 
known as to cause or cure.
